STATE PRIMARIES IN ANDOVER 


Local Republicans Cast Large Vote for Frank G. Allen as 
Governor — Thaxter Eaton Nominated for Republican 
Representative from Sixth Essex District 


PLAYGROUND FIELD DAY

Approximately thirty-five percent of the 
Andover voters visited the polls on Tuesday 
expressing their opinions as to candidates for 
State offices and adding 982 votes in the 
preference expressed by Republicans through- 
out the state for Frank G. Allen as the next 
Governor. Votes for Congressman Edith 
Nourse Rogers were saath double what 
they were two years ago. Thaxter Eaton as 
Republican candidate for Representative 
from the Sixth Essex District received a 
splendid endorsement in Andover with 
1088 votes. As compared with Arthur 
Thomson the other Republican nominee 
he polled nearly twice as many votes in this 
district and within 64 as many votes as 
Thomson did in Ward 6; Arthur F. Ganley 
and Thomas J, Lane, Democratic candidates 
for this office, received less than 300 votes 
each in Andover, but more than twice the 
number which Eaton did, taking the District 
as a whole. Clerk of Courts Archie N. Frost 
received 1160 votes on the Republican 
ticket but lost 121 to 126 on the Democratic 
ticket to John A. Murphy of Salem. 

The total vote cast in Andover at the 
State Primaries on Tuesday was 1630 out of 
a possible 4500. The vote by precincts 
follows: Precinct 1, 801; Precinct 2, 117; 
Precinct 3, 446; and Precinct 4, 266.

A meat thermometer may be used in 
roasting leg of lamb so as to get the meat just 
the HES pe stage of doneness. It should be 
placed in the thickest part of the meat.

Others pistes it well done (182°F.) The time 
required to reach these temperatures de- 
yends on the temperature of the oven to a 
arge extent. High temperatures increase 
shrinkage. After the meat is browned on 
the outside it is better to reduce the oven 
heat and take longer to cook it, removing the 
meat from the oven when the thermome‘er 
registers the desired degree of doneness.

Christian Civic League Holds Fall 
Meeting 


The Andover Christian Civic League 
held its fall meeting at the Free Church on 
Wednesday evening, September 19th. Devo- 
tionals were conducted by Rev. Newman 
Matthews of West Parish. The address was 
given by Rev. Edward Tallmadge Root, 
Executive Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Churches. The subject was 
“A Vote on Ages Telling”. All who were 
present were highly appreciative of the 
excellent discourse emphasizing the duties of 
Christian Citizenship. 

Mr. Root spoke as follows: 


Why did Washington advocate the adop- 
tion of the constitution of the United States? 
Because, as he said, “It is provided with 
more checks against introduction of tyranny 
than any government hitherto instituted, as 
the appointment of all rulers will forever 
arise from and at short intervals recall the 
free suffrage of the people. It can never ke 
in danger of degenerating into a monarchy, 
oligarchy, or aristocracy so long as there 
shall remain any virtue in the body of the 
people.” What did Washington mean by 
“virtue” but the exercise of “the free 
suffrage”? If all should neglect to vote there 
would be no republic, but the return of 
tyranny which Washington most feared. 
Neglect to vote on the part of any is treason! 
For does it not aid and abet the enemies of 
the republic? 

This privilege which you have in the 
privacy of the voting booth of expressing 
your choice for state and national officials is a 
right dearly-bought by centuries of progress. 
Why are we not still under the control of an 
oriental despot? We owe it to Hebrew 
propue the Greeks at Thermopylae, the 
ree institutions of our Saxon ancestry, the 
Magna Charta wrested from King John, the 
boldness of the English Parliament in 1640 in 
bringing a king to trial; the perpetuation and 
revival of these ideals in the American revolu- 
tion! If he who fails to salute the flag is 
condemned, of how much sorer punishment 
should he be counted worthy who counts his 
blood-bought birthright in the ballot a 
trivial thing? 

Every vote, therefore, is a sacrament of 
citizenship. But this November we have a 
vote “on ages telling”. There are at least 
two great moral issues. 

Shall we legalize Commercial Sports on the 
Lord’s Day, and thus bring in the ‘ Contin- 
ental Sunday”? Religious sanction alone 
can preserve one common day of rest in seven. 
If many play, many more must work. Vote 
that others “may rest as well as thou”? 

A still greater, because national, issue is 
the maintenance of prohibition. The Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate has made it 
such. We thank him for ending political 
wussy-footing. But he ought to have made 
nis statement before nomination. The fact 
that he did not, would discount and nullify 
his victory if he wins. It would not prove 
that the nation desires a change, for his only 
hope is in holding the dry South and winning 
a few wet northern states. Dry Democrats 
who support him will see that prohibitionist 
Congressmen are elected, On the other hand, 
if he is defeated, no presidenti 1 candidate 
again will dare to stand as a wet. 

To refuse to vote for a wet is not partisan- 
ship. It was by such refusal that no-ticense 
and prohibition have been won. Such 
Democrats as ex-Governors Foss and Sweet 
say, ‘We Democratic drys who support the 
candidate need not regard ourselves as 
bolters, for Goy. Smith blazed the way in 
repudiating the dry plank in the platform.” 

But do we want to maintain prohibitiou? 
Let us consider the arguments made against 
it. 

It is said to be “unconstitutional”. But the 
Supreme Cocrt has sustained it in every 
Cause appealed, “It has increased drunken- 


ness”. Who are saying this? The advocates 


of freer use of liquor! Prohibition then, at 
least, has done this: It has compelled wets to 
admit the evil of drink! If true, now that the 
sale has been driven from brilliant saloons on 
the main streets into dark corners and there 
can be no public advertising, the business 
man who advertises and pays high rent for 
a good location wastes his money. But it is 
not true! Compared with pre-prohibition 
days, or conditions in Canada, prohibition is 
a success. Thus Senator Borah quotes Sir 
Hugh MacDonald as saying: “It was far 
less difficult to secure convictions under pro- 
hibition than under government control”, 
and asserts that in Canada liquor is plentiful, 
corruption flagrant, and bootlegging uni- 
versal, 

A third, and the main argument is: “ You 
can’t enforce prohibition against appetites.” 
Such an assertion is nothing new. In 406 
B.C., Euripedes wrote the Bacchae, describ- 
ing the attempt of the King of Thebes to 
stop Bacchanalian revels, led by his own 
mother, who finally herself tore him to 
pieces. The very fact that such a work was 
written proves that the evil was already 
recognized and attempts made to overcome 
it. The poet said they must fail because 
Bacchus is a god. He meant the same thing 
as the modern who says appetite cannot be 
controlled. But that deification of desire, 
which we now know as paganism, was 
conquered by our Faith: ‘‘ Whether ye eat, or 
drink, do all in the name of Christ”. Will 
Bacchus again succeed in shattering the 
royal palace of government? No! for both 
eligion and womanhood, then on his side, are 
now against him; and woman has the vote! 

If, in this election, we decisively vote to 
maintain prohibition, the whole civilized 
world, as Prof. Fisher has said, will be com- 
yelled to adopt it. Everywhere the liquor 
business is being increasingly restricted,

The primary on Tuesday produced 
no great upsets as regards the nomina- 
tions for the highest offices of the State. 
The most pleasing result was the suc- 
cessful culmination of the campaign 
conducted by John W. Haigis for State 
Treasurer and Receiver-General. No 
small part of this success is due “The 
Boston Herald” for bringing before its 
readers the admirable qualities of the 
winner in contrast to those of the loser. 
The Townsman is particularly pleased 
to reprint the editorial ‘* Decency 
Wins”’ from the September 20 issue of 
the Herald, commenting on the result 
of the election. 


The office of treasurer and receiver-general 
of Massachusetts is not so important, in 
public estimation, as that of Governor, of 
ieutenant-Governor or of United States 
senator, but The Herald regards as the most 
satisfying feature of Tuesday's primary the 
victory of John W. Haigis of Greenfield over 
Fred J. Burrell of Medford. The defeated 
candidates for the three major offices were 
men of proved integrity; for the success 
of any one of them the Republican party 
would not have had to apologize. But had 
Burrell’s bold attempt succeeded—and there 
were times Tuesday night when he seemed 
perilously near victory—the commonwealth 
would today be confronting a calamity of the 
utmost seriousness. 

The Herald held strictly to a neutral atti- 
tude on all other primary contests, and only 
undertook the exposure of Burrell’s record 
when convinced that his candidacy offered a 
threat to the good name of Massachusetts. 
During those last few days we received the 
customary number of abusive letters, all 
anonymous, assuting us that our attacks 
were driving votes to Burrell. These did not 
deter us from the performance of what we 
conceived to be our duty. Nor was our pur- 
pose weakened by the blustering and mis- 
representation of Burrell himself, culminat- 
ing in his final radio speech, late Monday 
night, with the brazen announcement that 
“Calvin Coolidge, if asked the question, 
would also tell you that the affairs of my 
office, in so far as the welfare of the common- 
wealth was concerned, were handled honestly 
and efficiently.” Since Calvin Coolidge was 
not interrogated, he could not answer that 
Burrell’s administration of the office of state 
treasurer was one of the blackest pages in the 
history of Massachusetts. 

As to John Haigis, the winner, the best 
editorial appraisal of his character would 
come from his neighbors, the men and 
women of Franklin county who have hon- 
ored him with important offices and who 
have selected him as their leader in every 
form of civic undertaking. He was the first 
citizen of the town of Montague, where he 
grew to manhood, and in a very few years he 
has become the first citizen of his adopted 
town of Greenfield. And it is pleasing to the 
fair-minded Republicans of the eastern 
counties that western Massachusetts at last 
has placed a candidate on the state ticket.

but it is always more than slightly 
amusing to unearth an example of this 
type to show how really poor this form 
of ownership can be, if given rep2 
enough. The editorial is reprinted below. 


Lord Wolmer, the British assistant post- 
master-general, may chuckle as he reads in 
the British newspapers of how a combination 
of British wire manufacturers is alleged to 
have tried to victimize the British postoffice. 
We reiterate the word “ British” advisedly in 
order to make the sentence as nearly “all- 
British” as we can, after the fashion of the 
British advertisements which constantly 
declare that the goods offered for sale are 
“all-British.” For truly all-British, and so 
officially described, are the telephones and 
the postoffices and the “ring” of wiremakers 
—though the wire that winds up the story is 
French. It will be remembered that the 
assistant postmaster-general was so rash and 
so candid as to express in the House of 
Commons the opinion that the management 
of the postoffice business by a private com- 
pany would be better than its management 
»y the government. Coming from a member 
of the government, that statement seemed 
to be an incomprehensible mixture of things 
that might be treasonable, heretical and 
inept, and it trotted along the lobbies in 
laughter, especially when Premier Baldwin, 


charge the grave duty of mildly reproving 
Lord Wolmer for indiscretion. 

And now it appears that the British post- 
office is so poorly managed that it is unable 
to procure, at the reasonable price it is willing 
to pay, the wire which it needs for its tele- 
phones. No doubt of this can be entertained 
or expressed. There are not two versions of 
the woeful tale. The postoffice itself has 
issued an “official statement” of the facts. 
It is admitted that there has been placed in 
France a contract (estimated in value be- 
tween £60,000 and £100,000) for the supply 
of all bronze wire to be used in the British 
telephone service during the current year. 
The select committee on estimates of the 
House of Commons is stated to have recom- 
mended, ‘after consideration of the effect 
of a ring on prices to the postoftice,” that the 
postoffice should have a free hand to accept 
tenders from abroad, in cases where British 
prices seemed excessive. 

Then there arose a case in which there was 
no satisfactory evidence to that effect “and 
considerable evidence to the contrary.”’ The 
postoflice authorities pointed out to the 
associated British makers that their quoted 
prices for bronze wire compared very un- 
favorably with foreign prices, urged the 
quotation of a “reasonable price,” and even 
offered to place a large order at once, allow- 
ing a substantial margin ovec the foreign 
price. But the makers refused to move, 
saying that they had been getting nothing 
out of their business and that the postoflice 
wished to ‘smash the association.” Conse- 
quently, the postoftice, feeling itself “the 
victim of a ring,” placed its order in France 
and is using French wire for its telephones. 
This spectacle of, the national institution 
most intimately known to the whole people 
being “held up” and forced out of its 
natural and regular course of business is 
preposterous. 


Government in Business

ernment in Business’. The story of 
“government control”’ is an old one,

phone Company being compelled to go 
abroad for the wire it needs, when it would 
prefer wire of home manufacture. Imagina- 
tion declines the task. If the company met 
with any browbeating or obstruction it would 
very soon make wire for itself. It is not under 
government ownership.

Hunting Season on Ducks and Geese 
Will Open on September 17 


Director William C. Adams of the State 
Division of Fisheries & Game in a recent 
statement to the press gives a brief outline of 
the laws governing the open season on migra- 
tory waterfowl which will commence on 
September 17th, Monday. As the 16th falls 
on Sunday there will be no gunning until 
Monday the 17th. 

The open season on Ducks, except wood 
and eider ducks, Geese and Brant will ex- 
tend from September 16 to December 31, 
both dates inclusive. The daily bag limits to 
each gunner are: Black Ducks 15, other 
ducks 25 in the aggregate of all kinds, Geese 
8 and Brant 8. 

The attention of the public is particularly 
called to the fact that the season for hunting 
wildfowl in Barnstable, Dukes and Nan- 
tucket Counties will extend from October 1st

to January 15th, both dates inclusive. 

_ The open season on Jacksnipe and Coots 
is the same as the waterfowl season, Tho 
open season on Rails and Gallinules will 
extend from September 16th to December 
15th. The daily bag limit of these birds is as 
follows: 20 Wilson or Jacksnipe, 25 Coots, 
15 Rails and 15 Gallinules. 

It Is Forbidden 

To hunt between sunset and one half hour 
before sunrise. 

To use shot guns larger than ten gauge. 

To use rifles, revolvers or pistols. 

To use power-driven or sail boats either 
under power or at anchor. 

To kill wood ducks or eider ducks. 

The regular sporting license obtainable 
from any town or city clerk in the state is 
required of all persons who hunt. 

State and Federal Wardens will make a 
special effort this year to see that the estab- 
lished bag limits are not exceeded and that 
no shooting is done after sunset or one-half 
hour before sunrise. 

In addition to the penalties provided by 
the State laws the migratory birds are pro- 
tected by Federal law which carries a penalty 
of $500, six months in jail, or both fine and 
imprisonment, for violations, 

Director Adams is highly pleased with the 
excellent manner in which the close season 
on Shore-birds was observed this year as 
violations of the close season law were very 
few. He is confident that the same may be 
said of the hunting seasons about to com- 
mence—but, renewed efforts will be made to 
comparatively few who 
sppear to respect no laws. }

ABOUT THE CROPS AND THE ELECTIONS — 
DO SUN SPOTS ELECT PRESIDENTS? 


Roger W. Babson Points Out Relation Between Grain Crops and National Elections — 
Republicans Are Greatly Encouraged by this Year’s Prospects 
Due in Part to Favorable Weather 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, September 
21, 1928. 

“History clearly shows that the outcome 
of the crops has a vitakeffect on the outcome 
of national elections. Bpliticians know this, 
and that is why they are watching crop con- 
ditions so carefully. In every Presidential 
year since 1896, excepting 1912, the party in 
power has stayed in power when the value of 
the five leading grain crops has shown an 
increase over the preceding year. Conversely, 
in every election year when crop values were 
lower than in the preceding year, the party 
in power has been ousted. It did not matter 
whether it happened to be the Republicans 
or the Democrats. 

“Consequently the Republicans, being 
now in power, are greatly encouraged by the 
prospects this year of higher crop values than 
in 1927. Will Rogers spoke truly the other 
day when he said: ‘The farmers starve three 
years out of four, but the good year is always 
election year. It really looks Tike the Lord 
was in cahoots with the Republicans. 
***ven up to nominating time this year the 
farmers wanted relief, now they are so pros- 
perous they would be insulted if you sug- 
gested it to ’em.*** So the only way the 
Democrats will ever get the farmers’ vote is to 
hold the election in the Spring, when they are 
broke.’ 


Past Elections and Crops 

“Tt is extremely interesting to study the 
relation between crops and elections in past 
campaigns. In reality the Bryan ‘Free 
Silver’ scare in 1896 was only part of the 
reason why McKinley defeated him. Crop 
values were poor. Statistics show that the 
total value to the farmers, in the Fall of 1896 
of corn, wheat, oats, barley, and rye was 
some $20,000,000 lower than in the preceding 
year. The corn crop especially was very poor. 
Business conditions likevtie were on the 
downward trend in the latter half of the year. 
People were anxious for a change, and 
naturally blamed the party in power for 
existing conditions. On the other hand, in 
1900 the Republicans had no difficulty in 
winning the election. 1900 was a year of 
comparative prosperity both for the farmers 
and for business men. They were generally 
satisfied with economic conditions. 

“ Apparently it makes very little difference 
what conditions have been in the first part 
of an Administration provided the final year 
is one of satisfactory'crop values and business. 
This was clearly shown in 1904. After the 
disastrous panic of 1903 and early part of 
1904, during a Republican Administration, 
there came a good harvest at higher prices, 
which increased the farmers’ income by 
$220,000,000. Wheat prices jumped from 
.69 cents to .92 cents, corn also was higher. 
It is the number of bushels times the price 
per bushel that counts. It is the return in 
dollars and cents to the farmer that deter- 
mines whether he is happy or unhappy with 
the ruling party. And the good total crop

value doubtless had much to do with re- 
electing Roosevelt in 1904. Also general 
business began to show an improvement in 
the middle of the year and this improvement 
continued right through the election and for 
the next three years. 


“When Taft was elected to succeed 
Roosevelt in 1908 the values of the five lead- 
ing crops were again higher than in the pre- 
ceding year, this time by some 380,000,000 
Business conditions, however, were disturbed 
by the panic conditions of 1907 and 1908 and 
a general shortage of currency and credit 
because of the antiquated Federal Banking 
system. While Taft, a Republican, gained the 
Presidency, the incoming House of Repre- 
sentatives was Democratic. The election of 
1912 with the Bull Moose revolt under 
Roosevelt naturally split the Republican 
vote, and helped to elect President Wilson. 
This, consequently, was not a fair test of the 
influence of crops, which in 1912 were larger 
an in the preceding year by some $700,000- 


“President Wilson and the Democratic 
Congress in the Fall campaign of 1916, how- 
ever, had the benefit of an excellent crop at 
good prices, the same conditions that so 
often have helped Republicans. Also, general 
business was experiencing the war boom. 
The value of the five leading crops for the 
1916 season was $4,195,000,000, compared 
with $3,387,000,000, in 1915. Farmers were 
feeling prosperous and business men were 
flooded with profitable orders. Employment 
Was on a rapid upward trend. Wilson was 
re-elected for another four years. 


“The next campaign, in 1920, found us in 
the midst of radical deflation both in agri- 
cultural and industrial commodity prices. 
A more unpropitious time for an election 
could not have been found for the Demo- 
cratic party. The total value of the five lead- 
ing crops dropped from $7,556,000,000 in 
1919 to $4,276,000,000 a decrease of 54 
per cent. Moreover, general business was on a 
rapid and extensive decline. Harding’s elec- 
tion in 1920 was in large measure a result of 
lower crop values and poor business. The peo- 
ple wanted a change and put the Republicans 
in power. 

“Tn 1924, La Follette, the Progressive, was 
banking on the poor condition of the farmers 
to beat Coolidge. The Democrats ordinarily 
would have had a wonderful chance to win 
under such conditions. However, crop con- 
ditions underwent a revival during the 
summer, prices advanced and the total crop 
return for the season was so much better 
than generally expected that the farmers had 
little cause for complaint. The return on the 
five leading crops for the year was some 
$800,000,000 greater than in 1923. At elec- 
tion time business also had begun to improve 
from the depressed condition of the Winter, 
Spring, aid early Summer months. The 
Republican majority was overwhelming.

This Season’s Crop Weather Favors 
Republicans 


“Admittedly, grain prices are lower than 
they were last year at this time, but, as 
before stated, the thing that makes the 
farmer happy is the total money and not the 
price per bushel or the number of bushels. It 
1s the product of these two items which spells 

rosperity or poverty for him. Based on 
ptember 1 Government estimates of 
roducts multiplied by the December 1 

uture demands for corn, wheat, oats, 
barley, and rye, the total money return to 
the farmer this year will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $4,019,882,000 which is some 
$234,000,000 higher than a year ago. The 
value of the corn crop alone is estimated at 
$2,168,000,000 compared with $2,014,000,000 
last year. Wheat this year is valued at $1,009, 
000,000 compared with $974,000,000 last 
year; barley at $221,000,000 compared with 
$180,000,000 in 1927; oats with a value of 
$581,000,000 compared with $537,000,000. 
The only one of the five leading grain cro 
that shows smaller value is rye with $4, 
000,00 compared with$49,000,000a year ago. 
Rye, however, is comparatively unimportan} 
as a money crop. The big money cereals all 
show substantial increases in value over 1927. 
This favors the party now in power, because 
a man with money in his pocket is far less 
likely to want political change than one 
without. 


Sun Spots and Forecasting 

“Why these surprisingly good crop re- 
turns, when on June 1, 1928, it looked as 
though there would be a disastrous failure? 
The answer is favorable weather conditions 
in the corn and wheat belts for the past five 
months, Assuming that other issues in the 
election were fairly evenly divided, if Hoover 
should be elected in November, it would be in 
no small part due to the weather, through its 
influence on the farmers’ income. 

“Tt has been found that the weather and 
consequently crops, are greatly influenced by 
the changes in the surface condition of the 
sun. In other words, certain disturbances on 
the face of the sun are now found to be con- 
trolling factors of North American weather 
as well as World weather. In the final 
analysis these may have much to do with 
determining the political result. For example, 
during a period of high solar radiation there 
is the accompanying phenomenon of numer- 
ous sun spots, or patches of gas on the sur- 
face of the sun, which are probably small 
volcanoes, It has been found that during 
periods of great activity on the sun as re- 
vealed by the sun spots, solar radiation is 
higher and weather conditions more propi- 
tious for a good crop yield. 1928 has been a 
year of marked solar activity of this nature. 
It may be that as the study of the sun iu

Fhe following questions from corre- 
@pondents and their answers are inter- 
esting and informatory: 

uestion: ‘Should a four card suit be 
bid, forced or secondary, on less value 
than you suggest for an original bid? 
If so, what value? Should a secondary 
bid be made with less than 14 tricks 
(your card vaulation)?” 

Answer: “A four-card suit bid is a 
sound bid, original or second hand, 
with the same values as required for a 
five or more card suit. A forced or 
secondary bid, however, isa little differ- 
ent proposition. A five or more card suit 
may be bid with one-half trick less 
strength than required for an original 
bid, but I would hesitate to recommend 
such procedure with a four-card suit. 
I feel that strength equivalent to that 
required for an original bid should exist 
before a forced or secondary four-card 
suit bid may be made. 

“Secondary suit bids with less than 
one and one-half tricks are seldom justi- 
~-“te, Only great length in the suit bid

would be equivalent to less strength, 
and then bid only with the firm inten- 
tion of rebidding if partner should 
double a subsequent adverse declara- 
tion.” 

Question: “I am constantly told that 
it is imperative to take out your part- 
ner —a denial bid from weakness in 
his suit — if one has not more than onc 
of his suit.” 

Answer: ‘‘Always deny partner’s suit 
if you have one, two or none of his suit. 
This is obligatory.” 

That the matter of distribution is be- 
ing studied and discussed in card circles 
is shown by the following: 

Question: ‘“‘My bidding of the en- 
closed hand has been criticized, but I 
believe it conforms to the teachings of 
your Little Red Book which I have 
read, forward and backward. Perhaps 
you would, comment on the hands in 
some of your newspaper articles.

Answer: ‘The hand you sent me for 
criticism was a most interesting one. 
You neglected to state which hand you 
held, but I presume it was Z's. If such 
is the case, I agree with your bidding 
in every particular The 4-4-4-1 type of 
distribution is always an interesting 
one, and productive of good results if 

layed at the best suit bid for the com- 
eon hands; otherwise it is particular- 
ly dangerous and very often gets the 
unwary bidder into difficulties. 

“What would you have done if B 
had passed Y's no-trump bid as he 
should? The correct bid over a pass of 
the no-trump is still two hearts, Then 
B would be justified in bidding three 
clubs and Z would then bid three dia- 
monds, with the same result as in your 
case. 

“It is an interesting hand and the 
bidding to my mind shows that Z was 
a very alert player and one familiar 
with the pit-falls of distribution.” 


Hereisoneon the informatory double, 
an old story but apparently still new to 
many readers. 

Question: “Will you be so kind as to 
decide the following: 


A deals and bids no-trump, Y doubles, 
B redoubles, Is Z compelled to bid?" 
Answer: “In the problem submitted 
by you, where the dealer is doubled (in- 
formatory) and his partner redoubles, 
the partner of the informatory doubler 
must bid. His obligation to do so in an- 
swer to the informatory double is not 
released by the intervening redouble. 
There are a few players, however, who 
pass in this situation if they have a 
Cavendish hand, that is, one contain- 
ing the 4-3-3 3 type of distribution. 
Such a pass is supposed to be informa- 
tory and shows partner that he can de- 
pend on at least three cards in his part- 
ner’s hand for any suit that he may bid 
to escape the redouble. Such tactics, 
however, should not be followed unless 
agreed to in advance and so announced 
to the opponents. Otherwise, they could 
be opi as a private convention.”
